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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 



Application's election without traverse of Group II (Claims 1-9) drawn to process 
of making a semiconductor device is acknowledged for prosecution in the subject 
application. Accordingly, claims 10-22 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Applicants have the right to file a divisional application covering the subject 
matter of the non-elected claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S Pub. 
No. 2004/0190252 Al to Prasher et al. 
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The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based 
upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention 
"by another/ 5 or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Regarding to claim 1, Prasher discloses a method comprising securing an 
integrated circuit having microchannels 206 formed therein to an integrated circuit to be 
cooled; enabling a cooling fluid to be pumped through the microchannels by 

and coupling the cooling fluid to an external heat exchanger 
202 through tubes (page 2, [0021], [0022], page 5, claim 15, and figs. 2a, 2b). 

Regarding to claim 2, the method including packaging cooling integrated circuit 
and heat generating integrated circuit (figs. 2a, 2b). 

Regarding to claim 3, the method including extending tubes from the package to 
the external heat exchanger such that the heat exchanger is spaced from 
package (figs. 2a, 2b). 

Regarding to claim 4, the method including forming a stack of cooling integrated 
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circuit and heat generating integrated circuit (figs. 2a, 2b). 

Regarding to claim 5, the method including sealing the edges of stack except for 
the ports to access the microchannels (pages 1-4). 

Regarding to claim 6, the method including providing a fluid inlet reservoir and a 
fluid outlet reservoir in communication with the microchannels (fig. 2a). 

Regarding to claim 7, the method including forming the reservoirs in a package 
including the stack (figs. 2a, 2b). 

Regarding to claim 8, the method including isolating the inlet and outlet reservoirs 
in the package (fig. 2a). 

Regarding to claim 9, the method including coupling the inlet and outlet reservoirs 
exteriorly of the package (fig. 2a).
